CRIMINAL LIBEL. 


The Case Against Post-Dispatch

This morning Judge Cady ih the Court of 
Criminal Correction heard arguments on a 
motion to quash an information made by 
Frank J. Bowman for a charge of malicious 
libel against Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, editor of 
The paper under dis- 
cussion was the amended complaint includ- 
ing the matter that was set out in two 


previous informations which were quashed: 

Mr. Ellis said that two informations were 
originailv tiled, but were condemned by the 
Court on motion of the defendant. The 
Court then held that the office of the innuen- 
do was limited and its only object was to 
connect the averments said to be libelous, 
and it could not either add or detract to the 
character of the alleged libelous words. Af-

Mr. Ellis said that up to the innuendo it 
was subject to the same objections on which 
the former informations were quashed. The 
new information simply incorporated new 
averments ix addition to what was included 
in the otherinformations. The innuendo, fol- 
lowing the quoted words, aid, Meaning and 
intending to mean the said Frank J. Bow- 
man,“ without any previous matter toshow 
why Frank J. Bowman was the party meant. 
It did not show that Frank J. Bowman ever 
was the attorney of Chief Kennett. Under 
the law as laid down by the best authority, 
all included in the innuendo after the words 
‘‘meaning and intending to mean” the prose- 
cuter, by reason of outside facts with which 
tbe information had no connection, 
could neither be justified nor proved on 
trial. In support of his position Bishop was 
read on the office of the innuendo. The ne- 
cessary averment that Frank J. Bowman 
was the attorney of Kennett atthe time ot this 
„dirty business, should have been set out 
in the introductory. Because Bowman was 
at one time the attorney of Kennett,he could 
not take to himself all said of the attorney 
of Kennett. Gov. Reynolds was attorney for 
Kennett. Why is it be was not meant? 
The information, Mr. Ellis said, did not 
show why Mr. Bowman was meant. Anoth- 
er point was that the full extent of the 
offense charged was not shown in the in- 
formation. ‘Bowman showed no reason why 
he should take to himself the compliments 
of the PostT-DISPATCH paid to Kennett’s 
attorneys. He had failed to show in the in- 
troductory, where he should have shown it, 
that he was Kennett’s attorney ip 
this particular matter. The publication 
pointed to a certain mistake“ or “‘dirty 
business,“ and the affiant had failed to show 
that he wasthe adviser in this particular 
matter. The connection of Mr. Bowman 
witb this dirty business“ was not shown. 
Mr. Ellis said he should know all that is 
charged; ‘he should know what “dirty 
business”? was meant. Ue thought that this 
was not stated becanse Mr. Bowman intend- 
ed to try the caseiu some way of his own and 
not under the usual rules, which might 
be troublesome in the trial. He thought that 
it was Bowman’s intention if the mat- 
ter went to trial nat to 0 
into the “dirty business’? about which the 
publication said Chief Kennett was advised 
bv a “*kpavish adviser.“ The defense must be 
permitted to prove tbe truth of the asser- 
ttons if the case went to trial, and if this was 
not set out it would not be proved true. In 
conclusion Mr. Eilis said that 
in due respect to instruciions of the court 
he thought the affidavit at the bottom of the 
information was worthy ofgttention.

MISSISSIPPI IMPROVEMENT. 


Capt. John Cowdon Airs His Views on 
the Subject. 

The venerable Capt. John Condon arrived 
in town yesterday and to-morrow night will 
leave for Washington in order to look after 
‘his bill regarding the proposed outlet 
through Lake Borgne, ten miles below New 
Orleans. The Captain's attitude in 
opposition to the jetty system is 
well known and he expresses bimself 
very strongly on the subject. He says that

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AN ICE QUESTION. 


The Prospects of a Famine Increasing 

With the Moderate Weather. 
* The ice market is as yet very unsettled and 
dealers are making but fewifany contracts 
The winter has been unaccountably soft and 
miid, not only in this region but elsewbere— 
in localities in fact where an ice supply can 
almost invariably be dependedupon. Unless 
matters change materiaily and there is a 
protracted freeze this month, there is but 
little chance of ice being delivered at any- 
thing but fancy rates. 

Huse, Loomis & Co. say that they have re- 
ceived no advices of marketable ice this side 
of St. Paul. Some of the butchers and sma} 
consumers have laid in a supply of their ice, 
butitis not serviceable for transportation 
or for packing. Jas. A. Smith & Son had 
several prospectors out, and had received 
word that four-inch ice had formed at Os- 
born, III., six-inch ice at Osborn, III., and 
six inch ice at Rockford, Iowa. Theii 
acvices from the St. Lawrence are that ice 
there is eight inches thick,and the thermome- 
ter 10 below zero. This will be some re- 
lief, but the cost of transportation will be 
very great. 

We are delivering ice for$4,” said Mr. 
Stephens, of the Creve Cour Company. 
“but this is only for the time being. Ice 
that is anyways accessible will cost fully $6 
per ton to lay in store here. Come around 
in ahout a week and something definite will 
be known. From present appearances, how- 
ever, the tendency is decidedly upward.’’ 

Another well-known dealer said: “I saw 
a contract th's morning to deliver ice next 
summer for $4 50 per ton. I don’t know 
what the party was thinking of when he 
made such a contract, and the chances forits 
being broken are A 1. It is hardly possible 
that it can be carried out.“

THE GRAND TOWER. 


An Anchor Line Steamer Sunk Near 
Cairo. 

Dispatches to the Vicksburg Anchor Line 
and to the St. Louis Wrecking Company an- 
nounce the sinking at 6:30 last evening of 
the steamer Grand Tower, George Carvell 
master. The Wisaster occurred at Goose 
Island, some twenty-five miles above Cairo, 
and the sunken vessel is said to have gone 
down in tweenty feet of water. The wrecking 
steamer Salvor No. 2, which had been en- 
gaged recovering steel rails sunk an barge 
Oneota, but had been driven 
from her work by dangerous 
and very heavy floating ice, was lying at the 
bank only ashort distance from the Grand 
Tower, and went to her assistance immedi- 
ately, taking off the crew and passengers, to- 
gether with all boiler deck freight. The 
damage to the Grand Tower is thought to be 
very serious, as she is reported to have sunk 
inafew minutes, Capt. James Barnard, 
agent of the Underwriters, and Capt. John P. 
Keiser, Superintendent of the Vicksburg 
Anchor Line, leave for the wreck 
on to-night’s acket, The sunken 
steamer wae built in 1871 and rebuilt last 

ear at a cost of $15,000. She was vaiued at 

„000 by the company and was net insured, 
asthe Vicksburg Ancher Line Company

Grand Tower ‘had been one of the most 
faithful and profitable boats of the line, and 
her loss will be much regretted by the com- 
pany. She left here for Vicksburg 
last Thursday with 500 tons aboard and a 
number of people. No lives were lost. The 
obstruction struck was the same as 
sunk the barge Oneota‘'a few weeks since, 
and lies at the foot of Goose Island. 

The bell boat and barge alongside have 
transferred boiler deck freight and furnis 
toabarge. The boat is laying straight. 


THE INSURANCE SWINDLE. 


Trial of the Case of Bent Against 
Wm. J. Lewis’ Administra- 
tor Postponed. 
3 
A Lively Scene in Judge Lindley’s Court 
—Replication Filed. 


Judge Lindley’s promised matinee, with 
Mutual Receiver Bent’s bonus-recovery suit 
against the William J. Lewis estate as the le- 
gai attraction, Col. T. T. Gantt and John 
M. Glover in the leading roles on the one 
side, and Gen. Noble and John C. Orrick on 


the other, was again interrupted and post- 
poned to-day. Thecourt had made special 
arrangements for the trial. An examination 
of candidates for admission to the bar was 
laid over until the first Saturday in Februa- 
ry. The Keokuk Northern Packet Compa- 
ny’s affairs as concgrning the discharge of 
the receiver was another matter deferred to 
accommodate the insurance case. 
Judge Lindley mounted the bench 
at half-past ten and fired off 
a batch of rulings upon various cases taken 
under advisement, etc., then settled down for 
the trial. The circle within the bar was filled 
with attorneys, and it was generally believed 
that the case was at length about to be 
opened, when Col. Gantt cleared his throat 
and asked if a motion was in order. 

The Court: It is; go ahead. 

Col. Gantt: In the ease set for trial to- 
day an amended answer was fled on the 4th 
of this month. A copy of it was left at Mr. 
Glover’s office on the evening of that day as 
he understood. We had therefore the 5th, 
6th and 7th during whichtoreply. The eid 
replication was reflled, but we have since 
found that the issues should 
be more cleariy made and we 
ask leave nowto file an amended replica- 
tion. 

Gen. Noble (glaring at the Colonel): I ob- 
ject to changing the issues in this case. I 
came here to try ‘this’? case. The rules 
bave been drawn very sharply upon me in 
this matter and I shall object to this filing; 
otherwise I shall ask for a continuance, 

Col. Gantt (glaring at the General): Dur- 
ing forty-three years of practice I never 
heard such a thing as objecting to the filing 
ofareplication. It is within the time. I 
will concede that the gentleman has a right 
to a continuance. 

Mr. Glover (smiling at the court): I may 
state perhaps that the replication has refer- 
ence to the new matter in the answer. Coun- 
sel then explained the main features ef the 
replication. 

Gen. Noble: I am professionally and 
sincerely surprised by this change of front on 
the other side. Lam entitled toa general 
continuance. 

The Court: I am very sorry for this, hav- 
ing made special provision for the 
trial of the case. I want it 
out of the way and disposed of. However, 
there is no question that the one 
party had aright to deny on a mere denial on 
the plea of the statute of limitations, if the 
other party pleads conceglment of matters 
not coming to his knowledge until such | 
time as would have saved him from the 
statute bar. Thatisanew front which the 
other party did not come here to meet, 
and no aflidavit of surprise is neces- 
sary. The case will have to go 
over to the next setting ef the equity docket 
in the Februzry term. 

Gen. Noble: It seems to me that the other 
side after all were not quite as ready for trial 
as they thought they were. 

Col. Gantt: There is certainly no room for 
that remark. 

Court: Well, there is no occasion to dis- 
cuss it. The case will not be tried to-day. 
THE REPLICATION 
which has caused the hitch in the wheel was 
then filed. The following is an extract: The 
said plaintiffought not to be barred from 
having the relief in his said amended petition 
sought by reason of anything in the said 
amended answer ofthe defendant thereto 
contained and stated, because he,the said 
plaintiff, says that he denies each and every 
allegation in the said amended answer stated 
except so much thereof asis in the 
nature of a plea of the statute of limitations 
setting up the lapse of more than five years 
after the doing of said defendant’s intestate 
of the facts, matters and things constituting 
the fraud to the plaintiff’s said amended 
petition complained of, and in respect of 
which relief is sought therein,and before the 
commencement of this suit as a bar 
to the relief sought in the amended petition, 
and as to so much of said answer as is in the 
nature of a plea of tbe statute of limitations. 
The plaintiff says that the said matters, facts 
and things were done secretly and fraudu- 
lently by said defendant’s intestate, and 
were to plaintiff and tothe St. Louis Mutual 
Life Insurance Company unknown, and 
were not discovered by the company or by 
plaintiff until within five years before the 
commencement of this suit, 8 15, 
1877, within ten years after the doings of the 
facts constituting the fraud. Wherefore 
plaintiff prays for relief against such fraud.

ARomance Witha Base-Ball Player

He has always been a natural 
artist and scarcely ever was without a large 
number of pencil sketches, amateur faqua- 
lettet, crayon drawings and designs of all 
kinds in his possession. These he usually 
carried around with him in & — * 
and to their number would a new 
sketches of anything that might strike his 
artistic mind on atrip withthe club. The 
night before retiring on the ill-fated Narra- 
gansett John had sat on the deck of the boat 
until quite late with his sketch book in his 
lap. When he finally went to his state-room 
he put the portfolio full of sketches beneath 
the pillow of his berth and retired. The his- 
tory of the narrow escape has been written 
and is well known; how he had barely time 
to rush out, cladin a few garments, jump 
into the waters of the Sound and swim about 
for several hours, until finally he was 
dragged into a boat more dead than alive and 
saved. He lost everything, and of course the 
portfolio of sketches was among the sacrifice. 
But John was glad enough to escape alive, 
and did not complain of hard luck. 

Now comes the strange sequel. Shortly 

afterward—probably two or three months 
later—a brother of his, who lives in Louis 
ville, came up to Cincinnati and handed John 
a package. ondering what it could be, he 
opened it, when lo! there was the “drowned” 
portfolio, all mildewed and torn, but still 
recegnizable. Init were all the sketches, 
but most of them were so blurred and wash- 
ed that they were of no value. The brother 
handed Johna letter which he had received, 
and which explained everything. The letter 
was written by a Miss Lamb, a young lady 
who lived near the scene of the disaster, at a 
place called Nonank. She said that she had 
found the portfolio floating around the shore 
a few days after the disaster, and with some 
difficuliy had fished it out ot the water. She 
desired very much to keep it as a memento of 
the catastrophe, but in the portfolio she had 
found a card withthe address on it of the 
brother in Louisville. Then she thought, by 
returning the 8 to the address, it 
might lead to the disclosure of the fact of 
some one whose absence might be a subject 
of mystery. The letter was written in a 
pretty female hand, and couched 
in jlanguage which bespoke the writer 
to be well educated and refined. 
Gallant John answered the young lady, 
writing her his thanks, and said many nice 
things, such asa young man of John’s age 
can write when the reripient is a mysterious 
virl. In answer to her expressed wish that 
she might have kept the portfolio, or some 
of its contents, as a memento, he looked 
over his collection of sketches and selecting 
one of the best, sent it to her to keep in- 
stead. This happened to be a pencil sketch 
of a young ladies’ training school at Wor- 
cester, Mass. The building stands within 
sight of the base ball grounds at that place, 
and on one of the Cincinnati Club’s visits to 
Worcester John had sketched it. What was 
his surprise to get a letter of thanks from 
Miss Lamb, and in which she also wonder 
ed how he knew she had been educated at 
that school. The sketch had no name at- 
tached to it, and the young lady recognized 
its familiar outlines at once. Her belief was 
that John, in some way, knew her, and was 
aware that she would appreciate no gift so 
much as a picture of the dear old school. 

From allthis followed a correspondence 
which was at last interrupted in an unfortu- 
seen manner. One of her letters to John 
fellinto the possession of a third party, who 
put it in his pocket to hand to John, and 
forgot all about it. This was about the 
change of the seasons, and the coat with the 
letter in it was hung away and not used for 
nearly eight months. When it was again 
brought into use the long-delayed letter was 
found and delivered. John was so vexed 
over it that he concluded toexplain the 
blunder. 

It ought to all end, as ideal romances do, in 
love, engagement and marriage; but if 
truth is to be stuck to all the way through, 
this happy ending cannot be recorded here.

A Chinese Negro. 
From the Denver News. 


A reporter of the News, who chanced to 
be at the Union Depot yesterday when the 
trair from Cheyenne arrived, ha 1 em — 
ty for observing a specimen of humanity 
very rare, which was nothing less thana 
Chinese negro—black and woolly-haired, but 
dressed in the garb of the Chinese lower 
classes, Wearing the ehirt-like coat, baggy 
trowsers and box-~-shoes of the inhabitants of 
the Celestial kingdom. The man, for such 
in sex the person was, at once attracted 
considerable attention from those standing 
about the depot. He was with a party of 
half-a-dozen new.arrivals from the Orient, 
and was jabbering away with the others in 
what seemed to be pure Chinese chatter. He 
was found to be entirely unable to talk En- 
glish, but said ‘in Spanish that he under- 
stood something of that language. The ma- 
jority of the bystanders considered this por- 
tion of his talk as merely a continuation of 
his Chinese talk, but one man in the crowd 
heard the remark and understood it.

India’s Black-Holes of Jails. 
From the London News. 

The amount of sickness and mortality in 
some of the jails of India is stated, with 
good reason, in.the official reports to be very 
deplorable. This is particularly applicable 
to the Punjab. In the year 1879 more than 
one-third of the average strength of the un- 
fortunate inmates of the Rawal Pindi Jail 
are stated to have died, being atthe rate of 
nearly 3604 per 1,000. At Umballah the 
death rate was nearly as high, though in 
this jail there wasno case of cholera. In 
the jail of Belgium, in the Bombay Presi- 
dency, nearjy half the average strength was 
swept off in 1878. In 1879 the rate had di- 
minished, though it still reached the fear- 
ful proportion of 200 per 1,000.

THE PARABOLIC HAT. 


An Argument in Favor of Enormous 
Female Headgear. 
From tie New York Times. 

Travelers inform us that there is a tribe in 
Central Airicathe women of which wear no 
clothing whatever, while the men wear the 
usual large sbirt- collar, striped trousers and 
comic hatcharacteristic of the male negro 
everywhere. The reason for this curious 
difference of dress between tne sexes has 
been only recentiy ascertained. A missiun- 
ary who made carefu! inquiries in regard to 
it was told bya native king that the women 
were forbidden to wear clothing, so that 
they could occupy the front seats at theaters 
without shutting off the stage from the 
sight of the rest of the audience. 
When our women were allowed to dress 
themselves,” said the King, speaking in his 
native Mponji dialect, „it was uselsss for 
any oneto attend the opera orthe theater, 
since he could see nothing but the bonnets 
and back hair of the women in front of him. 
Now we have changed ail that,as you can 
readily ascertain by attending the next per- 
formance at the Royal Theater.“ The mis- 
siovary, of course, did not go to the theater, 
but he was compeiled to admit that the na- 
tive Kings were more intelligent in some 
things than the men of his native Scotland, 
and he immediately wrote home to the Gen- 
eral Assembly of his particular Kirk, sug- 
gesting that the principle of restricting fem- 
inine dress might be adopted, ina modified 
form, in connection with church service at 
home. 

This instructive anecdote of missiorary 
labor is recalled by the outcry which men 
in civilized cities are now making against 
the large, round,flat hat worn by fashionable 
ladies. Thęre is no doubt that these hats 
interfere with the comfort of theater-goers. 
One of them alone is sufficient to shut off the 
view of the entire stage from half a dozen 
unfortunate mer. So numerous are these 
hats that perhaps three-fourths of the audi- 
ence at auy particular theater does not ob- 
tain a single glimpse of the play. Indeed an 
enthusiastic theater-goer has attended the 
representation of “*Patience’’ sixty-three 
times and has only caught a momentary sight 


Miss Emma Thursby is credited with hav- 


ofthe stage. This is a state of things which 
is naturally very exasperating to men, but 
nothing can be more idle than to suppose 
that women will castaside their big hats be- 
cause men denounce and ridicule them. On 
the contrary, they will cling all the more 
fondiy tothem, and will probably add a few 
extra feet tothe circumference of their hat- 
brims. 

Curiously enough, no woman seems yet to 
have noticed the remarkable acoustic pro- 
perties of these big hats. Placed, as they 
are, nearly on the back of the head, and 
curving from the center to the circumference 
in very nearly the proportions of a parabola, 
the big hats are so many sounding-boards. 
A hat of this kind bas no perceptible effect 
upon the voice of the wearer, but whstever 
is said to her by another person is reflected 
from the parabolic interior of the hat and 
can be plainly heard at a distance of not less 
than twenty and not more than seventy feet. 
It may strike the unscientific reader as 
strange that the voice thrown back by the 
hat can not be heard at a less distance than 
twenty feet, but any one who is familiar with 
Schmidtz’s law of the parabolic reflection of 
sound will readily understand the phenome- 
non. 

The result of this remarkable acoustical 
property of the parabolic hat is that the act- 
ors on the stage of a theater hear nearly ev- 
erything that is said among the audience. 
The lightest whisper breathed into a para- 
bolic hat by a discreet lover or an intimate 
friend is perfectly audible on the stage. The 
babel of sounds during the entr’actes is a 
source of immense amusement to those em- 
ployed on the stage and who have leisure to 
stand at the wings and listen to the conver- 
sation of the audience. It must be confessed 
that remarks intended only for particular 
ears thus often become the property of a 
dozen actors or stage carpenters, but let us 
hope that the amused listeners will prove 
discreet. Perhaps when the ladies are ap- 
prised of the acoustical properties of these 
hats they will be eager to discard them and 
to return to smalier and safer hats, but 


to the dramatic profession and to the confi 
dential friends of actors who are occasionally 
admitted to the stage to share the entertain- 
ment afforded by the parabolic hats.

talk as George H. Nesbit, 
was Over yesterday afternoon the oil 
speculators gathered in little groups on the 
floor of theirexchange and told innumerable 
‘stories, good, bad and indifferent, in all of 
which the subject of the Pittsburg dispatch 
figured. 

Nesbit is a queer fellow, and his career has 

een astrange one. A year ago he suddenly 
appeared in New York. He wasrich then—a 
millionaire perbaps—and he was as reckless 
as ue wasrich. He casually called in at the 
Petroleum Exchange while seeing the sights. 
Just fresh trom the Pennsylvania oil regions, 
he wus interested in everything pertaininig 
to petroleum. He was disgusted with the 
slowness of things in the exchange. He had 
no respect for men who bought oil in lots of 
a few hundred barrels. He had cherished the 
idea that New York was something Of a 
town, aud his disappointment was marked; 
but what New York could not do for herself 
Nesbit determined he would do for her. He 
und his private secretary along with bim, and 
ina careless, off-hand way he ordered the 
purchase of a certificate of membership, 
paying out onthe spot the $200o0r 5300 for 
which the certifleates were then seling. Mr. 
Nesbit proceeded to business at once, and 
the magnates ofthe exchange looked on in 
astonisument. From an operator who was 
dispensing „privileges“ the new member 
called for fifty thousand barrels as an initial 
investment. Ihe man of privileges“ did not 
allow his amazemnnt to interfere with uis 
trade, and smiled serenely as he put 3600 
commission into his wallet. Nesbit loomed 
iuto a hero immediately . The “little opera- 
tion’’ in fifty thousand barrels was an in- 
different matter, he insisted, and did not 
hesitate to unload as promptiy as he had 
purchased and with an equal carelessness as 
Lo prices and profits. He took his private 
secretary out for a whilf of fresh air anda 
few more sights and then dropped into the 
exchange again. More than one operator 
wanted to supply him with privileges“ this 
time lle turned none away empty. Every- 
thing that was offered he bought, and that, 
too with ready cash. In five minutes he had 
purcuased 350,000 barrels of petroleum at 
prices in no instance under regular quota- 
tions. Thea he placidily sauntered out into 
the street. He made no money by his trans- 
actions. Is losses are unknown, and rumor 
places them at widely-varying figures. But 
he had done bit things“ among the oil bro- 
kers. He had acquired fame. He seemed to 
be happy, and the brokers certainly were. 
Tne next day he transferred ,his certificate 
of membership to a Wall street; man and 
started on à journey homeward toward the 
oil regions. 

Fortune has not smiled on Nesbit since. 
His schemes have miscarried, and his reeent 
career had been blotted all through with dis- 
aster and ill-luck. The end was announced 
yesterday in the telegram reporting his ex- 
pulsion from the Pittsburgh exchange. The 
reason for that expulsion is said to be ina - 
bility to meetloutstanding crntracts. On sim- 
ilar ground itis reported that he has beén 
expeled from the Bradford, Pa., exchange, 
where for a long time he was the controlliag 
spirit. In 1876 he was the big man of the 
Parker, Pa., exchange. Then Parker was 
chief among the oil centers, and Nesbit was 
probabiy the heaviest operator of the country. 
His speculations were on the most stupend- 
ous scale, not infrequently involving millions 
of doilars ina single day. When a mere boy 
he started for the oil regions to make his 
fortune. He struck rare luck, and was soon 
in control of some of the finest and most 
valuable propertiesin the oil district. In 
Pleasantville, inthe Bullion and Bradford 
oil-fields, and in Butler county he was very 
successful. As a producer he grew rich quick- 
iy. It was not till within the last haif-dozen 
years that he launched out into speculation. 
lle seemed to care nothing for riskj. The 
magnitude of his operations fora ting placed 
him virtually above competition, and by 
sheer goodfortune he was not knocked un- 
der. Reminiscenses not a few are recited il- 
lustrating his indulgence in freaks such as 
that which moved him to buy a membership 
in the New York] exchange, operate in a 
reckless fashion fora single aay, and then 
suddenly withdraw. He was very liberal, 
and his charitable acts were numefous. His 
who knew bimin his palmiest days, have 
always been to his own hurt only.

WE take from that excellent Republican 
authority, the Chicago Triheme, the follow- 
ing startling summary of Republican 
thievery—the Star Route operations of a few 


rings. 

The Dorsey ring controlled 134 routes, with 
an original length of 9,887 miles, and at an 
original contract of $143,169 42 per annum. 
Mr. Brady reduced the number of miles to 
8, 860, and increased the pay to $622,808 21. 

The Price ring controled tnirty-six routes 
with an original length of 2,248 miles, and at 
a contract of $77,440 perannum, Mr. Brady 
reduced these routes to 1,941 miles, and in- 
creased the pay to $199,920 26. 

The Parker ring controlled fifty-four routes, 
with a mileage of 5,088, and annual pay 
amounting to $143,398. Brady reduced the 
mileage to 4,660, and increased the pay to 
$377,395 09. 

The Salisbury and Gilmer ring controlled 
eighty routes, containing 9,132 miles, and en” 
titled to $495,001 69 per annum under the ori- 
ginal contract. Brady reduced the number of 
miles to 7,995, and increased the annual pay 
to $1,109,013 08. 

The ‘*Barlow’’ rig. represented now by 
his son-in-law, had ten routes with 1,604 miles. 
Brady cut down the service to 1,589 miles, but 
increased the annual pay from $152,920 to 

276,764 64. 

The Kerens ring had fifteen routes, for which 
it was to receive an aggregate annual com- 
pensation of $158,896 10, but Brady increased 
the pay to $462,395 22 per annum, 

Another group, embracing eighty-six routes 
and 4,991 miles, had contracted to do the work 
for $91,380 39, but Brady cut down the service 
to 4,738 miles and increased the pay to $309,- 
467 61. N 

These several rings obtained from the Gov- 
ernment in all the sum of 3,357, 764 11 for a 
service embracing 33,507 miles, when they had 
contracted to carry the mails 38,853 miles tor 
81,262,305. In} addition to these regular 
routes, there was a ‘‘temporary’’ service, 
which was let by Brady without competition 
at ring rates, and at a total cost of ,$1,121,- 
223 S81. 

In connection with the above showing 
it is only necessary for the new Attorney- 
General to take into account that it embraces 


but 415 out of a total of 9,000 routes; that the 
original contracts were for four years, and let 


after public advertising and competition; and 
that the increased pay was allowed by Brady 
without competition upon the thin pretense 
of manufactured petitions and false afl 
davits, but really by official connivance and 
in violation of law. The New York 
Times very properly says that ‘‘no person 
with business capacity enough to run a retail 
grocery can fail to see the utter impossi- 
bility of any such set of transactions having 
been carried out in good faith or for any other 
than aswindling purpose.’’ It is not, and 
cannot be, aquestion of misguided judg- 
ment or merely extravagant ad- 
ministration. Contracts were let to re- 
sponsible parties for certain service at 
a certain price. These contracts were set 
aside by Brady, when he was in a position to 
do it, and without udvertising for new compe- 
tition the same contractors were paid three 
times as much per annum as the Government 
originally agreed to pay for an amount of 
service which had been reduced by more than 
5,000 miles. This is known to be the casein 
more than 415 routes. If thenew Postmaster- 
General fails to discover in these ‘‘alleged’’ 
Star Route eases abundant material worthy 
of his attention he will full justify the 
public amazement at his appointinent to the 
position.

HUNTING SOLID FACTS. 
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How the Fair has Steadily Fallen Off 
der Mr Green. 


St. Louis, January 4. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Mr. Green, in his report of December 3,1881, 
looks very well until analyzed. He claims to 
have paid off or reduced the debt $53,000, hold 
ing $20,000 cash so asto make a big showing 
of balance on hand at the end of the vear. 
The facts are, $170,000 in bonds were sold. 
out of this amount $5.32625 carried by the Di- 
rectors was paid off, also a large sum, due 
the Butchers and Drovers’, but transferred to 
a New York house, when the debt was ulti- 
mately paid out of funds arising from sale of 
bonds bearing seven per cent interest. In 
this manner the association was 
able to show $26 ,579 7 in bank, 
not having used a dollar of the proceeds 
of the Fair to pay anything but premiums and 
current expenses incidental tothe Fair proper, 
and improvement account for 1880 of the enor- 
mous sum of $2,962 50. In 1881. ten bonds of $1,900 
each were returned according to the express 
contract with bondholders to ‘‘retire ten 
bonds each year. How Mr. Green can retire 
160 bonds in seven years, when be can coerce 
the surrender of ten each year only, surpasses 
my understanding. If tne association fails to 
retire ten bonds eacn year, the contract is 
broken and all the bonds become due. The 
facts really are that during last year by using

the proceeds of bonds, Mr. Green has paid off 
323,000. 

The falling off injattendance at the Fair in 
1881 and therefore of receipts (889, 165 50 in 1880, 
against $78,099 78 in 1881) is only in keeping 
with the decrease of interest manifested by 
exhibitors during the year 1881, as the follow- 
ing will plainly show: 

In 1879 Mr. Allen had for premiumsin Horse 
Department $7,485; numberof entries, 734. 

In 1881 Mr. Green had for premiums in Horse 
Department $9,105; number of entries, 617, 
just J17 entries less than in 1978. 

In Machiner, Department, 1879: Number of 
entries, 129. 

In Machinery Department, 1881: 
entries, 101. 

Of these entries in Machinery Department 
ia 1881 there were sixty-four entries in miscel- 
laneous departments, consisting of coal 011 
stoves, reapers aud mowers (borrowed from 
Mr. Ferguson’s department), and other like 
articles. Many entries in regular depart- 
ments were margced ‘‘not found.’’ The in 
ducements offeredin the way of premiums 
were several thousands of dollars greater in 
188lthan in 1879, yet we find fewer entries 
in almost all departments than in 1879. The 
best evidence to establish this is by a com- 
parison of the amountof premiums paid in 
1879, which was $33,627 31, with the premiums 
paid in 1821, $28 ,350°95, showing 1 
difference oft $5,276 36. This is another 
reason for the size of Mr. Green’s balance on 
band. Toreturnto the Machinery Depart- 
ment: There are 134 premiums offered for dif- 
ferent forms of machinery, drawings and dis- 
plays. In 1881 there were li90fthese premi- 
ums not competed for at all. Ican account ior 
Mr. Green’s showing of cash on hand, but I 
must leave to others to accouut forthe great 
falling off in intcrest takeninour Fair under 
Mr. Green’s administration.

Some of the Trieks by Which 
Charley Green is Trying to 
Get a So-Called ** Vin- 
dication.”’ 

What a Director Says of His Schemes— 
Interesting Reading for the Public. 


Mr. Charles Green continues to exhibit a 
most unbecoming eagerness to be re-elected 
President of the Fair Association. A meet- 
ing of the directors of the association is an- 
nounced to take place at 3 o’clock this after- 
noon at the offices of the Association on 
Chestnut street. 
would pass off quietly and harmoniously in 
time-honored wav, but the determination so 


unblushing made known by Green’s sup- 
porters to elect their candidate by the 
hitherto unknown method of cumulative“ 
voting, has put fair-minded directors upon 
their mtetle, and the meeting bids fair to be 
a stormy and protracted one. A reporter of 
the Posr-Disraron met Mr. Charles L. 
Hunt, a large stockholder this morning, and 
obtained from him the following statement of 
the business which will be brought up at the 
meeting and the purposes of the Greenites. 
Said Col. Hunt: 

„Sec. 3, Article 4, of the Constitution 
of the Fair Association, provides that in all 
elections for directors, each stockholder shall 
be entitled to cast one vote for each share of 
stock neld, which can be voted only in per- 
son.“ 

Under this provision of the constitution 
proxies cannot be voted, and Green’s friends 
rely upon the absence of a great many stock- 
hoiders who are honesWy opposed to their 
schemes to elect their owndirectors. But 
we shall attempt to amend this provision, so 
as to permit proxies to be voted, and I have 
no doubt we shall succeed. If an amend- 
ment is defeated, a law-suit to test the 
question whether proxies may or may 
not be voted will inevitably 
follow. We insist that if Green’s supporters 
can, under the constitution, legaliy cast a 
cumulative vote, we have the same rightto 
vote proxies. Sofar as we are concerned the 
election will be afair one, devoid of any of 
the tricks which the Green peopie are pre- 
pared to call to their assistance. Mr. Green 
controls 446 shares of stock that we know of. 
These, voted cumulatively, would be enough 
to elect him. Of course we could do the 
same, but we are not disposed to resort 
to any artifice Whatever to beat 
Mr. Green or any other man. Our shares of 
stock will be voted straight, and if we are 
beaten we shall at least have the satisfaction 
of showing the public just how many stock 
holders there are who ure opposed, to Mr. 
Green’s ruinous management of the Fair. A 
cumulative vote has never been attempted, 
and I don’t believe it would be legal. 
However, Mr. Green will stop at nothing 
to secure his so-called vindication, and 
knowing the man as 1 do, I am not sur prised 
at his undignified way ofsecuring it. 

„J haveto say further.“ continued Col. 
Hunt, “that some of Mr. Green’s supporters 
have secured the 446 votes upon whicb they 
rely in various peculiar ways, by purchasing 
atone price and agreeing to sell after the 
election, at a lower price, by borrowing stock 
on the pretensethat it will be voted for Mr. 
Walsh or some other popular man, 
when it was their intention to 
vote it eumulatively for Mr. Green, 
bv paving a bonus for the use of stock, and 
they have even zone for as to offer parties 
pecuniary inducements to certain share 
hoiders who are knewo to be opposed to 
them to stayaway from the polls, but I am 
happy to say that these propositions have in 
every case been indignantly rejected.’’ 

‘Another thing,” said Col. Hunt; „it has 
been customary at prior elections to open the 
polls at 100’ciock and to keep them open 
till 1. Mr. Green has decided’ to open them 
at 9 o'clock this year, and to close them at

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UR DEAD GOVERNORS. 
Men Who Have Filled the Guber- 
natorial Chair of Missouri. 


_ — 
urn.. 


Two of Them Die by Their Own Hands 
and One Assassinated. 


Don Carlos Dehault Delassus was the last 
French and Spanish Governor of Upper Lou- 
isiana. He resided in St. Louis. His juris- 
diction extended over what is now the States 
of Missouri, Arkansas, Iowa and Kansas. 
He was a native of Spain, and died at New 
Orleans in 1841, old and leaving a fine estate 
and a good character. 

Maj.-Gen. James Wilkinson, a native of 
Maryland and a soldier of the Revolution, 
was appointed by Jefferson the first Governor 
of the Missouri Territory. Afterwards he 
became implicated in Burr’s conspiracy 
against the Government. Mr. Jefferson sent 
Rufus Easton, Fred. Bates (a brother of Ed- 
ward Bates) and J. B. C. Lucas to Missouri 
as Judges of the Federal Court, not merely 
as Officials, but also to watch Wilkinson; and 
in this way the three great Missouri families 
of Lucas, Bates and Easton were 
founded. Wilkinson fled the country and 
died in the City of Mexico, ruined in fame 
and fortune, in 1822. 

Merriwhcther Servis, of Servis and Clark’s 
famous expedition, was the second Governor 
ofthe Territory. He was a Virginian, a re- 
lation of President Jefferson, and committed 
suicide on his way to Washington in 1809. 

Governor Howard, another Virginian, suc- 
eeeded him. He died and was buried in St. 
Louis in the Grace Churchyard in North St. 
Louis. 

William Clark, also a native of Virginia, 
and also of Servis and Clark’s expedition, then 
became Governor. He died in St. Louis in 
1838, leaving agood name and fortune and 
many worthy descendants, who are still 


honored bythe people of this State. He was 
the last of the Territorial Governors. 

Alexander McNair was the first Governor 
of the State. He was a Pennsylvanian. Ile 
lost bis 
hard times of 1821, while he was 
Governor, a nd died in St. Louis, in 1826, in- 
solvent, and broken down politically and 
otherwise. 

Frederick Bates was the second Governor 
of the State. He was nominated without

PASSENGERS’ RIGHTS. 


The Court Defines Them—Duty of the 
Bridge Company. 

Judge Lindley to-day rendered a decision 
of interest to railroad passengers crossing 
the bridge. The ruling was upon a motion 
for new trial which the Bridge Company 
asked in the Chipson damage suit. The 
court says: »The plaintff was without doubt 
wrong in attempting to cross the 
hridge on a train other than that his ticket 
calledfor. The Bridge Company must be 
permitted to arrange its own manner of do- 
ing business, and any reasonable regulations 
made to prevent confusion or loss should be 
observed by persons crossing the bridge. The 
piaintiff left his train at East St. Louis 
and boarded another on which his ticket 
was not good. The Bridge Company had a 
right to _ him off for refusing to pay his 
fare. This probably looked to the jury like 
an arbitrary exercise of authority, and so in- 
fluenced the verdict. Butthe Bridge Com- 
pany had no right to detain the plaintiff, 
which itdid, and hence the verdict is for 
the right party and must stand. 
The amount of damages, however, is exces- 
sive, and a newtrial will be granted unless 
the plaintiff remits 9500.“ 


The Church Not Liable. 

The Circuit Court ruled to-day in favor of 
tne defendants, the Second Baptist Church, 
inthe suitof Haynes, Spencer & Co., the 
contractors, for the pews and furniture 


which were destroyed in the fire of January, 
1879, at the Beaumont and Locust 
street etlifice, Some of the work 
was completed when the tire occurred. 
The court holds that the plaintiffs having 
contracted with the church peopleto fur- 
nish the edifice and not to be paid until the 
work was completed and accepted, and the 
work having been destroyed by fire, they are 
not entitled to recover of the church peo- 
ple. The contractors should have protected 
themselves by insurance.

From the London Globe. 


The case of Denman against Cripps, which 
was decided in the Chancery Division vester- 
day, and was characterized by Mr. Justice 
Kay as in some respects one of the most im- 
portant that ever came before a court of 
justice, might well furnish material for a new 
„Nicholas Nickleby.’? That sucha state of 
things could exist as came out in evidence in 
a school not 100 miles from London will bea 
revelation to some people, aud is calculated 
to suggest some uncomfortable reflections. 
The action was brought to set aside the pur- 
chase of the school in question—st. 
Margaret’s College, Dover,—on the 
ground of false representation in no 
fewer than ten particulars, including 
such matters as the number of pupils, 
the character of the education they received, 
and the amount paid as fees. The decision 
was 1n favor of the plaintiff, and after read- 
ing the facts given in evidence it must be 
telt that no other was possible. The interest 
of the public, however, hes in the disclosure 
made as to the condition in which the poor 
lads of St. Margaret's were kept. It was 
shown that of a batch of tifteen boys sent to 
the schooi in December 1875, seven returned 
with ring-worms,“‘and the others were more 
or less inflicted with disease, and in a dis- 
gracefully dirty state.”? Even a worse eu- 
taneous affection than ring-worm prevailed; 
but, however infectious the disease from 
which a hoy happened to suffer, there w 
no provision for isolation. Mr. Cripps, 
seems, had another establishment in another 
part of the country, and was accustomed to 
leave St. Margaret’s College in the care 
of hired servants and an assistant master,but 
education in such circumstances was out of 
the question, and Mr. Denman found on 
taking possession that, although all sorts of 
subjects were taught according to the pros- 
pebtus, no boy knew any history or had 
learned a hit of Greek, Latin, French or 
German.

This sect had then 
settled in Joe Daviess county, II., and were 
guilty of so many depredations, that the 
then frontier people rose up, and 
expelled them by force from the State; then 
thev settled in Nauvoo, Lilinois. Boges, 
while sitting at hisfire-side, was siiot in the 
head in the dark througu his window. He 
lived for sometime, and removed to Califor- 
nia, but never recovered from the wound and 
died leavingavery small patrimony. His 
assassination was universally ascribed tothe 
Mormons, but the assassin Was neyer dis- 
covered. He was was a native of Kentucky. 

Thomas Reynolds was the next Governor. 
He was a Virginian. He committed suicide 
by shooting himeeif with his wife in 
the Executive Maasion, and while he was 
Governor, in i842. The dissipation of his 
son Ambrose Reynolds was supposed to be 
the cause of bis death. 

John C. Edwards was bis successor. He 
was a native of Tennessee, a resident of Jef- 
ferson City, and a man of good character. 
He emigrated to California in 1850, and has 
scarcely been heard of since. 

Austin A. King, a native of Virginia, a 
resident of KRuy‘courty,came next. He was 
elected to Congress after the expiration of 
bis term, but was afterwards beatea and died 
in comparative obscurity. 

Sterling Price was the next Governor and 
one of the most distinguished Governors of 
the State. His career iu the war is bistori- 
cal, and although he and his cause failed, 
his name is still revered by his followers,who 
have erected a handsome monument over his 
grave in Bellefontaine Cemetery. 

Trusten Polk defeated the celebrated 
Thomas H. Benton and became the next 
Governor. He served only a very few months, 
when he was elected to the Senate of the 

ned States, which high position he re- 
. signed in 1861 and joined his fortunes with 
the South. No one ever doubted the purity 
ot his motives. After the war he resumed 
the possession of a good fortune and re- 
entered the St. Louis bar, a sadder and wiser 
man from his unhappy experience with re- 
bellion. He left a fawiiy well and widely 
known in this city. 


Robert M. Stewart became Polk’s succes- | 


ror. He was a native of New York. He was 
a bachelor, a man of decided ability, but dis- 
sipated in the extreme, aud died a pauper. 
Before his death he begged for dimes aad 
drinks about the saloons of St. Louis. 
Claiborne F. Jackson, of Saline county, a 
native of Virginia, a noted Secesstonist and 
politician, succeeded Stewart in 1860. In less 
than six monthsafter his inauguration be 
was driven fromthe State by Frank Biair 
and Lyon and died ona little farm opposite 
Little Rock in Arkansas, a forlorn fugitive, 
not much respected by any party.

GOULD, THE SPHYNX. 


The Ratlroad King Remains in His 
Roems—Variceus Rumors. 


Jay Gould still remains immured in his 
parlors at the Southern and did not appear 


in public ap to noon. Nevertheless 
he is transacting an immense 
amount of business, and several 


rominent railroad men were closeted with 

im. Mr. A. L. Hopkins was seen this 
morning, but he still refuses to converse 
about the rumored changes. Mr. John C 
Gault is not disposed to talk either, but the 
rumors still run on. Among 
them the most prominent fare the 
consolidation of the Wagner and Pullman 
Sleeping Car Companies, the change in the 
management of the Wabash road and the 
union of the Wabash and Southwestern 
systems. 

The Wabash puzzie is stilla dark enigma 
to everybody. Probably there are only two 
men who really know what is to be done 
With that much-taiked-of corporation, and 
those twoare Jay Gould and Russell Sage. 
Mr. Hopkins denies that any change is to be 
made in Mr. Gault’s position, which 
is also the belief of several other gentlemen 
who ought to be posted. A reporter was 
told this morning that it was believed strong- 
f throughout the railroad offices that Mr. 

opkins was certainly toremainin St. Louis. 
„Nou will see,’’? said the gentleman, that 
Mr. Hopkins will remain here, and while 
Mr. Gault may retain nominally the general 
management of the road it will go finally 
into Mr. Hopkins’ hands. As resident vice- 
president, of course he will con- 
trol the road. In what I told 
ae yesterday I am afraid vou conveyed an 
ncorrect impression of the estimation in 
which Mr. Hopkins is held among railroad 
men. I donot sav—I do not believe that he 
would knowingly gointo a wrecking scheme. 
With a strong road that was in condition 
for war Mr. Hopkins would make an excellent 
manager, but Mr. Gould knows his weakness 
for cutting as well as anybody, and he knows 
just howlong the Wabash can stand that 
sort of thing, and whatever scheme there 
may be in the wind, it is entirely Mr. Gould's 
alone.“ 

Then you do not think that the Wabash 
is to be amalgamated with he Missouri 
Pacific!“ 


„No; I am sure it is not. There 
would be no sense at all in puch 
a combination. Mr. Gould finds 


it cheaper to send his Western business East 
by the Pennsvivania system as itis, and he 
is not the man to tie himself up in that way. 
If there is any combination in the wind it 
will be with the Pennsylvania and not with 
the Wabash. There has been an arrange- 
ment between Gould and the Pennsylvania 
people for some time, and for onelI should 
not be astonished at a gigantic combination 
between these two great systems.”

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COMPROMISING. 


The Citizens and Bondholders of Henry 
County in Conference. 


A delegation of the citizens of Henry 
county, Mo., arrived at the Planters’ this 
morning to arrange about the payment of 
the bonded debt of the county. The 


delegation is headed by Harvey W. Salmon, 
who was State Treasurer during Gov. 
Woodson’s administration. Ti other gen- 
tlemen are: Judge E. Allison, of Lincoln, 
Mo., Judge L. P. Beatty, Messrs. Thos. 
Day, O. M. Bush, and H. R. Hib- 
Henry county. The committee 
was appointed at a meeting of the citizens 
held two months ago. The debt has been 
pressing heavily on the people of Henry, and 
every effort has been made to make the best 
of a bad bargain. The committee was ap- 
pointed with instractions to make the best 
arrangements possible with the bond- 
holders. John B. Henderson, of this city, 
represents a majority of the bondholders,ana 
it was at his suggestion that the committee 
Was appointed and this meeting is to be held. 
The bonds which are giving the people of 
Henry county so much trouble were issued 
in the years 1867, 1870, and 1871, for the 
construction of the Teobo and Neosho Road, 
running through the county,and which is now 
under the control of the Missouri Pacific. 
The total amount was $600,000, the bonds 
running ten vears. The interest was paid 


up to 1877, and some of the bonds 
maturing before this time were 
taken up. The Henryites claim, 


however, that it was impossible for them to 
meet the debt, which now amounts, with 
accrued interest, to $750,000. Several at- 
tempts have been made, andthe bondhold- 
ers have held back, hoping that the matter 
could be fixed without legal proceedings. TH 
general feeling in the court is that the debt 
should be paid, but everybody is convinced 
that it cannot be paid in full.

PRISON ROMANCE. 


An Escape Involving a Woman and 
Prison Officers. 
Pittsburg Special to Cincinnati Enquirer. 


Some time ago your correspondent chroni- 
cled the escape of a convict named Miller 
from the Western Penitentiary by crawling 
into a box in the shoe factory and being 
nailedin by accomplices, and driven beyond 
the prison wall by a prison contractor. Mil- 
ler wasamember of a celebrated gang of 
thieves located in the northern part of Ohio, 
and was sent tothe Penitentiary for being 
one of the parties concerned in the robbery 
of the home of an old man of Catfish, Pa., 
where the burglars secured $25,000. To-day 
Miller was arrested at Toronto, Ontario, by 
two detectives of this city, and with his cap- 
ture comes out the story of his escape. 

Miller had a girl named Sadie Manning, one 
of tbe beautiful members of the demi-monde 
of the city, and about a month ago she went 
to Cleveland and visited a farm-house nine 
miles from that city, where the wealthy and 
powerful gang of thieves of which Miller isa 
member, make their headquarters. She se- 
cured $2.000, to be used for the purpose of 
effecting the escape of her lover. It is alleged 
she then bribed several of the keepers of the 
penitentiary to facilitate Miller’s escape, 
which be accomplished in the manner indi- 
cated. He was furnished with a disguise by 
a member of the gang and proceeded to Can- 
ada, whence he wrote to Sadie Manning, ask- 
ing for money. This letter was intercepted 
by Detective O’ Mara, of thiscity, who had 
secured some of the girl’s handwriting, 
and wrote replies to Millerin a counterfeit 
hand. Inthis way a correspondence was 
2 up and the entire plan of escape obtain- 
ed. 


This correspondence disclosed that officers 
of the Penitentiary were implicated in the 
escape, and the detectives have damning evi- 
dence against them in the shape of 
their own handwriting. They carried 
messages in out of the prison. 
The Penitentiary Inspectors refuse to say, as 
vet, who the suspected officers are. The 
detectives don’t know the whereabouts 
of Sadie Manning, but it seems she 
conducted negotiations through an insurance 
agent named J. Conn Wilson, who for- 
merly had an office on Fourth avenue. Wil- 
son, it willbe remembered, was the same 
man who figured in the Cook Hall trial, Hall 
being in his employ and much in his com- 
pany previous to the shooting ef Ksmer 
Foster, the frail woman of Cincinnati, mur- 
derered here some time ago. Wilson is said 
now to be in Cincinnati, and the detectives 
would like tointerview him. In the corre- 
spondence with Miller the detectives ar- 
ranged for anintetview, and as a result he 
was gobbled at Toronto.

A Poisoning Case. 
From the Springfield Republican, 


A poisoning case in London, that is caus- 
Ing an excitement almost equal fo that over 
the Palmer trial, implicates an American of 
good family and hitherto unblemished re- 
putation. Dr. Lamson, son of the American 
chaplain at Florence, had a brother-in-law, 
a deformed lad, named Percy John, whose 
life stood between him and an inheritance of 
$17,500. The boy wasat school at Wimble- 
don, and under medical care, when Lamson 
visited him, bringing a number of powders 
and pills, and gave him one capsule, which he 
said contained quinine. The lad swallowed 
tne capsule and died that night in great pain. 
An analysis of his stomach discovered aco- 
nite enoughto kill three dogs, and among 
the medicine left by Lamson was found quan- 
titles of a preparation of aconite which had 
been purchased in New York. Lamson, who 
had started for Paris, returned and surren- 
dered himself, and the preliminary exami- 
nation has been held, the evidence being ap- 
— 4 overwhelming. It is almost incredi- 

le that a man should be so foolhardy as to 
leave behind him such convincing traces 
of guilt, and one would be giad to 
think that the aconite was legitimately 
prescribed, as it is conceivable it might have 
been, and that the death of the boy resuited 
from an overdose. A curious bit of testimony 
was that of two druggists, to the effect that 
Dr. Lamson bought two grains of aconite 
the day before his visit to Wimbledon—a 
purebase which would seem superfluous if 
he already had so much of the drug put upin 
New York. But, in addition to the present 
matter, suspicions have arisen that Lamson 
poisoned also a bruther of Perey John, who 
died suddenly at his house three years ago, 
and the body waste be exhumed and ex- 
amined. Lamson is said to be heavily in 
debt, so that be has recently raised money on 


checks for which there were no funds.
